Fearful of this emergfincy, our city and 
county post-war plannlns board.i regard 
weed control as their No. ! problem. They 
have Bponl much time and effort Irylnfi to 
tlsurc out some workable solution. 

For some time there has been a stale law 
designed to facilitate the control of weedB, 
But not until 1043 was that !nw amended so 
as to permit boards of county commlsslonorfi 
to establish weed extermination districts, 
naming the weeds to be destroyed and setting 
• deadline for their destruction, with the 
further provision that If the weeds are not 
destroyed within the allotted time, the county 
' can do the work and assess all costs against 
the properly. 

The trouble all along and up to now has 
been that landowners have hesitated to par^ 
tlclpat« In the program and the county haj 
lacked the manpower necessary to undertake 
He part of the Job. 

Bven though the manpower problem hasn't 
been relieved and the whole set-up can still 
bog down tor that reason, It now appears that 
the Ice finally has been broken. 

What la believed to bo the flr.-it weed 
trol district created In Idaho under the 
amended itntc law hns been established In 
Twin Falls county as the result of 56 land 
owners petitioning the board of county com- 
inlsaloners to set aside an exterrnlnatlon area 
comprising 0,000 acres. 

Now known officially as Area No. I, 
marks the actual beginning of what may 
prove to be the most significant imdertaklng 
In the recent history of the county. Tlie dis- 
trict lies north Qt Twin Falls, bounded by 
the city limits and Snake river canyon and 
Blue Lakes boulevard and Rock Creek 
canyon. 

It la particularly significant because it had 
lt« Inception largely with the landowner, 
themselves and demonstrates the type ot co 
operation that will be necessary for a succes.^ 
ful battle against a common enemy. 

Tniman Grecnhaigh, local rancher and 
member of the Twin Falls city council, and 
„thB 65 other landowners, who have banded 
together voluntarily to got this program 
underway, are to be congratulated for their 
spirit and foresight. Tliey deserve a lot of 
credit and support for the action they have 
taken;' • 

Here's hoping they meet with complete 
success in the first year's operation of their 
project; that other groups of landowners 
will follow suit in helping to speed the day 
when the war on weeds will be wnt ' 
throughout the county and Magic Valley.
